The jobs of thousands of men and 
women depend on their steady operation. 
And family savings running into the bil­ 
lions— savings invested in railroad securi­ 
ties— depend on railroad earnings. 
Yes, the lines can m a k e the g ra d e — 
Given a decent, 
equitable 
opportunity . 
They will give us better service tomorrow 
tha n we dream of today — even as today 
they give us the highest sta n d ard of tran s­ 
portation service existing in the world.

If the contents are not 
5vhat they should be, he makes no false 
claims. 
Stuffs must be up to standard if 
they are to hold the consumer's confi­ 
dence. 


The federal food and drug administra­ 
tion reports the recent seizure of sub­ 
standard canned pea.s 
and 
substandard 
canned tomatoes masquerading as stand­ 
ard. 
These stuffs are fit for human con­ 
sumption, it is said, but they must be re- 
labled to show they are below .standard 
if their packers wish to sell them. 
An- 
other seizure was of butter which was de­ 
ficient in butter fat; the legal standard 
requires 80 per cent of butter fat; 
deficiency , it is said, is calculable ir 
1er or salt. 


There are other seizures reported in the 
list. 
It may be that some of the stuffs 
Avere misbranded by accident, not by de­ 
sign. 
The reputable packer hastens to 
rectify mistakes. 
He does not care to risk 
a loss of prestige with the trade. 
A dver­ 
tised brands could not .stand up if they 
Avere not Avhat they claim to be. 
The 
buy er of such brands is pretty well assur­ 
ed that he is getting w hat he pay s for. 
If he Avould be assured of the quality of 
the stuffs he eats 
he 
should 
ask 
for 
brands which are offered on their merit, 
not as special bargains. 
Any reputable 
dealer will tell 
a customer 
w hether a 
given brand is above suspicion. 
No deal­ 
er Avho is fair with his customer would be 
a party to try ing to palm off as standard 
stuffs Avhich are deficient hoAvever they 
be fit for hum an consumption. 
Consistently 
advertised 
brands 
must 
measure to their claims, or the consumer 
A4'ill not buy them. 
This sounds like an 
arg um en t for advertised brands, vou sav. 
Well, it is.

SEEK THE EARLIEST AMERICANS 


Search for the remains of the earliest 
hum an being in North America, believed 
to be Hongoloid ancestors of the Ameri­ 
can Indian, Avho migrated across Bering 
Strait from Asia, will be conducted in 
Alaska this summ er by a joint expedition 
of the National Georgraphic Society and 
the Smithsonian Institution. 
The expedition also wdll excavate old 
village sites of prehistoric Eskimos Avho 
came to North America from Asia much 
later than the original arrivals, and who 
Avere the forerunners of the Eskimos of 
today . 
Buried 
villages 
and 
refuse 
heaps left by these ancient Eskimos, pre­ 
served for centuries in the perpetually 
frozen soil, are widespread in Northern 
Alaska. 


Many scientist.s are of the opinion that 
North and South America must have been 
populated 
orig-inally 
by 
Asiatic.s 
who 
crossed Bering Strait to Alaska, many 
centuries before Christ; but so f a r no 
lelics nor remains of these ancient immi- 
gi'ants have been found. 
The project will be known as the N a ­ 
tional Geographic Societv-Smithsonian In- 
stiution Archeological E.xpedition to the 
Bering Sea.

But even this comfortable lead does not 
express the true superiority of American

States can raise its n um be r of records to 
100. This evStimate Avas arrived at through

For example. Horner points out, the 
big Pacific clippers have y et done no rec­ 
ord hunting, nor has the big Boeing bomb­ 
er. 
Horner does not even think that Italy 
can sit with any degree of safety on her 
record speed for seaplanes of 440 miles 
an hour. 
HoAvard Hughes Avho shattered | 
the old land plane speed record of 314 i 
miles by fly ing 352 miles an hour is loom­ 
ing up as a distinct threat to the Italian 
mark uhich A\as get after so much ef­ 
fort.
